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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We are pleased to invite the attention of the townspeople to the 
following report, whieh we respectfully submit : 


In every instance our teachers have labored faithfully for the good 
of the pupils under their care. They have brought with them good 
methods, and constantly looking for something new with which to 
vary the school work from day to day, have made a lasting impres- 
sion upon the minds of the children. Two of the teachers manifest- 
ed so much interest in their pupils as to give them their time and 
work several days after the date the school was to close. 

A good number come to us with Normal training or long experi- 
ence in the work of teaching. Nearly all attended Institutes and are 
subscribers to one or more good educational papers. We think none 
should undertake to teach in any grade, and surely not a primary 
class, without especial training and study. 

Some of our schools show a good attendance throughout the year. 
Others, especially Nos. 5, 7 and 8, have too many absent and tardy 
marks. We think parents can and should aid in this matter. If a 
child is absent the parent is necessarily the person who should know 
a good cause for it. 

We are glad to note that our schools have received a large number 
of visits from parents and friends, and words of encouragement from 
them have been highly appreciated. 

The New Normal Readers introduced early in the year have given 
great satisfaction to both teachers and scholars, and a marked im- 
provement has been noticed in reading. Globes, which were so long 
needed, have been placed in the schoolrooms. Copies of Teachers’ 
Edition Potter’s Geography, Natural History and Botany, have been 
placed on the teachers’ desks. Children should be taught early to 
observe and study nature. 

We would encourage the use of ‘‘Nature Studies,’ if only a few les- 
sons. can be taken during a term. A change in geographies is 
needed. A new work recently issued by Prof. Frye at Boston is 
recommended. 

Repairs have been made on the buildings at Nos. 3, 6 and 5. 

Mr. Page has generously added large pictures of Washington and 
Lincoln to those placed in the room at No. 5 by him a year ago, and 
through his influence Mr. J. B. Upton of the Youth’s Companion has 
given the school a fine, large flag with the hope that much patriotic 
enthusiasm may be created. 

As there were but.few pupils at No. 10, they were » eee to 
District No. 9. 

That the school district is in good condition financially will be 
shown by report of treasurer.
